No Motive Known for Milwau- 


kee Woman Killing Son 


and Then Committing 


Suicide 


Milwaukee, Aug. 20.—Still clouded 


under a veil of mysterious unexplain- 
ed circumstances, the tragic deaths 
of the woman and boy found Wed- 
nesday afternoon near the Y. W. C.

killed the boy and then took her own. 
life by firing one bullet through her 
heart, and then another

brain. 
The victims were identified Thurs- 


day afternoon by Carl Rohr, 207 Lo- 
gan avenue, as Airs. Frances Piattri 
and her 7 year old son, Frank, who 
lived at his home.

Had Bought Revolver. 


The suicide theory was established 


beyond doubt in the eyes of the au- 
thorities Thursday night, when Jo- 
seph T. Stollenwerk, a hardware 
dealer at 938 Kinnicklnnic avenue, 
positively identified Mrs. Piattri as 
the woman to whom he had sold a 
revolver two weeks.ago. The same 
revolver was. found lying 
between 


the bodies of mother and son. 
Mrs. Piattri explained to the hard- 
ware dealer that sho 
wanted 
the 


weapon to send to her husband up 
north, he said. 
With the motive of the supposed 
suicide still 
unknown, the bodies 


were removed late on Thursday from' 
the morgue to the undertaking par-

Pears are 50 
and CO cents a dozen, while the old 
standbys in the fruit line—bananas 
and oranges—are selling at 14 and 
15 cents a pound, and 60 cents

dozen, respectively.

The native Denvenites are no less enthusi- 
astic concerning the unsurpassable quality of the 
nearby trout streams, so that Denver'has come to 
possess a 
very trouty atmosphere. 
Mountain 


trout is the headiincr on every hotel menu, -unless 
it is temporarily ousted in favor of lake trout; 
discussions of its habits, affectations, and idiosyn- 
cracifes fill costly columns in the local newspapers, 
and it is constantly cropping up in the advertising 
copy of such unrelated articles as kodaks, motor- 
cycles and women's wear. 


There are the dozens of shops scattered all over 


the city which sell nothing but fishing tackle and 
fishing apparel. 
Even the most casual tourist 


soon becomes infected with the spirifof conquest, 
and begins to wish that he could have a hand in 
catching the infinite number of mountain trout 
that he consumes. At least one Denver cafe has 
recognized this vague longing on the part of the 
r.onflshing public and has capitalized it in a 
unique way. 
Connected with its dining room, is a 


large tank containing numerous live 'trout. 
The 


patron ordering mountain trout for his dinner Is 
led to this aquarium, permitted to select his own 
(ish, and then to stand nearby while a waiter deft- 
lybaits arid catches that particular trout for which 
a. hot frying pan is already waiting, This novel 
plan not only assures the dining public of fresh 
fish, but also affords it a pleasant thrill.'

No one knows how many trout are removed 


from the trout streams of Colorado every year. 
So far as can be ascertained, no statistician has 
yet come along and estimated how many freight 
cars it would take^to haul them to the eastern 
coast, or how many miles of fish trail they would 
make.if strewn an eighth of an inch apart across 
the continent. The only way in which the fish and 
game authorities can estimate is by the number 
of fishermen who. frequent the streams. 
About 


350,000 tourists have had designs on the Colorado 
trout this year, while the natives daily diminish 
the stock by several thousand. 
On 'the day that 


the season opened this year, 1,;5-00 fishermen were I 
tackling Bear Creek alone, and 
the 
remoter j 


streams, according to reports of the 'Forest Ser- 
"Vlce, were equally crowded. 


At this rate there would be only a' few seasoned 


and wary trout left at the end ..of a year if the 
state of Colorado were not so vigilant in replen- 
ishing the streams with new fish. But fortunately 
the state lias a fish and game commissioner who is 
himself a, sportsman and therefore personally as 
well as officially Interested in seeing that Colorado 
maintains its pinnacle of trout fame. 
Under the 


supervision of this commissioner. Mr. R. G. Par- 
vin, twenty .million sturdy voting trout are arti- 
propagated and poured into .the trout streams 
every year.

In this twenty million are included three spe- 


cies of fish—namely, the Rainbow Trout,' the Na- 
tive or "Black-Spotted Trout," and the Eastern 
Brook or "Red Speckled" Trout. The last variety 
has been propagated with such amazing success 
in Colorado that the eastern .states from whence 
it originally came are now sending here for sup- 
plies of'brook trout eggs with -which to replenish 
their streams. In fact, Colorado is now as famous 
for Its successful system of artificial propagation 
as it is for Its trout. 
• 
' 


The state controls seven1 different lakes contain- 


ing large quantities of trout, from which millions 
of eggs are obtained, and it operates 21 hatch- 
erics. 
On the day that we' interviewed Commis- 


sioner Parvin, he had just returned from a trip to 
Trappers lake, the largest,source of the native 
trout supply, from which, he said, three million 
.eggs had been obtained in three weeks. 
Taking 


various photographs of the lakes and hatcheries 
from his desk, he explained the method by-whlch 
artificial propagation is carried, on. 


It seems that ..the three specie's of fish have dif- 


ferent seasons for spawning. The 'rainbow spawns 
first, early in the spring; the natives, or "black- 
spotted" trout follow a little later, on, and the 
brook trout spawn in the fall. When this season 
occurs the fish start to run—-that is, they make'a 
concentrated e/fort to leave the lakes and go up 
into the streams, each female accompanied by a 
male. The process of natural spawning takes four 
or five days. At this point,'however, the State of 
Colorado interferes. 
Its fish experts follow the 


fish; seine them out and put them into pens, ad- 
mitting one male to each .three females. 
Whan 


ripe the eggs are squee^ed^ from the female fish 
and the milk 'from the male fish. 
The milk is 


poured over the eggs so as to fertilize them, after 
which they are put in a cool place., to harden. 
Then they are washed and packed In cheese cloth 
and wet moss, 
'

In this impregnable form the essrs arrive at ttte 


various state hatcheries." Here they are placed in 
troughs of water, heated and kept at uniform der 
grees of temperature. 
In water heate.d to the 


point of 52 degrees, the eggs will hatch in four 
weeks, wherea.s if. the temperature is only .38' de- 
grees it takes six jwceks. The first sign of life is 
meTely a black spot. 
Then the head of the fish 


appears attached to a tiny sack or belly. The fish 
lives on this for eight or nine days, at the end of 
which time it develops Into what is known as 
"fry." 
Having reached this stage, it is still kept 


in the trougil for a. certain period and fed ground 
liver, which Mr. Parvin says is the best fish food 
ever discovered. 
Under Mr. Parvin the smalt ."fry" are removed 


to nursery ponds or retaining ponds and allowed 
to stay there for from .8 to !•& months until they 
grow "to a size tftnown as "flr.gerlings." 
As "fln- 


gerlings" they are large 
enough and 
strong 


enough to take care oC themselves and rarely sucr 
cumb to the rigors of their new environment when 
placed in the mountain streams. 


* * + * * 


Since'this plan has been adopted; the.fish com- 


mission estimates that it loses only about 10 per 
cent of the artificially reared fish to any other 
cause than that of sport. Even here, the fish' are 
protected as much as possible. 
Fishermen are 


forbiddqn to catch fish less than seven inches in 
length, or more than fifteen-pounds ot fish in one 
day, or to" have more than twenty pounds of. fish 
in their.possession at any one'time. 
} 


With'its trout hatcheries producing such grati- 


fying results, the fish commission has recently be- 
come interested in introducing the eastern perch 
and black bass'liito the waters of Colorado. In- 
as much as. the bass is a distinctly monogomous 
fish, which does not run in hordes, but pairs sep- 
arately under a rock, It is almost impossible "to 
.propagate It artificially In hatcheries. 
The. com- 


mission has had to be satisfied with planting it in' 
various lakes and allowing It to do Its own repro- 
ducing".
